Chas. A. Vanzant; right name Chas. S. 
Scott, "the terrible," born in Clayville, 
Washington county. Pa., Sept. 23, 1839. 
Occupation, gunsmith, blacksmith, and 
ohairmaker; done five years in Michigan 
City (Ind.) penitentiary, serving every 
day of it (made no good time). 
Dis- 
charged May 2, '77; self-styled "Ameri- 
can brigand, brilliant and daring bandit 
of the Wabash." The Gibson and St. 
Elmo murderer, the St. Louis pawn shop 
fiend, the slayer of several men, the sen- 
sation of '77 and '78 in criminal circles 
in America; age 38 when received in the 
pen, Feb. 23, '78, from Galesburg, Knox 
couuty; life sentence. His bioody deeds, 
trial and sentence, bad conduct in pris- 
on, murderous assault on Deputy Mc- 
Donald and suicidal death by hanging, 
March 2, '84, in the solitary, are still 
fresh in the minds of our readers.

father refused to take his dead body 
when notified of his death, and he was 
taken out to the hill, it is safe to say, 
however, that his bones now grace the 
skeleton closet of some modern iEscul- 
apius.

er held the train especially to carry the 
culprit to the scene of the kilhng. 


En route to the depot,

man lifted Kessler's cap from his eyes 
and revealed a fresh scar on the bridge 
of his nose. 
"Will you make a state- 
ment of the tragedy," eaid the reporter. 


Kessler said not a word. 
The mus- 
cles of his face twitched and he buried 
his face in his hands, using a red silk 
handkerchief to absorb the tears that 
ran from his eyes. 
"WiU you tell us 
the cause of the tragedy," urged the 
scribe, 


"I have nothing to say," sobbed the 
fellow, who never looked a man in the 
face during the trip. 
He stepped lightly 
on the Jackson train and was sped on to 
the scene of the bloody crime, commit 
ed on the Jackson road, between New 
Era and DeKalb, last Monday morning.

Marshal O'Niel, his deputy, and the 
sheriff of Allen county, proceeded to the 
home of Daniel Kessler, five miles from 
Lima, at 1:30 last night. 
With drawn 
revolvers they surrounded the house. 
The elder Mr. Kessler answered a tap on 
the door and admitted the officera. They 
stepped into a side room and there on a 
cot lay young Kessler. 
He said not 
word, made no attempt to get away and 
dressed himself on short notice. 
His 
old mother was aroused and asked, "What 
does this mean?" Marshal O'Niel said, 
"Madame, he is charged with murder- 
ing Lex Harner." The aged woman 
gathered herself and looking her son in 
the face asked: 
"Did you kill him?" 
"Yes, mother, I did," replied the boy 
with tears streaming down his face. 
Here was a scene. 
His mother hid her 
face in her hands. 
His father stood like 
marble, so frightful and unexpacted was 
the news. 


Kessler left the house with the officers 
and told the story of the bloody deed: 
"I killed him for his money," said he. 
"We walked along the track to a lonely 
spot and then stepping back I fired two 
shots into Harner's skull. 
He fell life- 
I thought, and I hurriedly searche < 
his pockets, getting but a httle over 
and his wat ch and chain. 
I took a cir- 
cuit about and boarded a Jackson train 
at Stoner's station. 
This train picked 
up the man I shot. 
I went to Fort 
Wayne and then came over the Pitts- 
burg road to Lima." 


Kessler was placed in the Lima jail 
and the prisoners posted him to silence. 
After that he would not say a word.

Kessler is about twenty-four years of 
age, pretty tall and a fresh moustache,is 
sprouting from his ugly facc. His cheek 
bones are high, his eyes evasive and his 
whole frame is moulded for a scoundrel. 
A long, imitation [new market overcoat 
enchcled him. 
The dead man's watch 
was found on his person. He carried the 
38-calibre revolver he shot him with and 
already there is a clear case against 
him. 


Lex Hamer's body will be shipped to 
Taneytown, Md, to-morrow. His mother 
lives there. 
It is said the dead man's 
money, or most of it, has been found in 
his truuk. 


It is told that a Pittsburg brakeman 
slept with Kessler in a hotel, at Lima, 
Monday night, but did not know of his 
guilt. 
The railroader told Capt. Diehl 
and Lieut. Wilkinson of it this morning.
